Washington, June 14.—After talking 
with a number of the leaders in con­ 
gress regarding 
Cuban reciprocity. 
President Roosevelt Friday determin­ 
ed to send a message to congress reaf­ 
firming hie attitude on the subject The 
president has earnestly considered the 
matter for several days and It is stat­ 
ed that the action of the antl-reclproc- 
tty Republican senators Thursday, in 
deciding' to hold out against the policy 
advocated by the majority of the par­ 
ty, did not influence the president in 
deciding to transm it his message to 
congress. 
The president’s action, 
It 
may be 
stated from sources close to him. was 
influenced by the broad question of the 
duty of the United States to Cuba and 
of fairness to the new republic.* It 
has been pointed out to the president 
that his warmest political support is in 
the section of the country where there 
is the greatest opposition to reciproc­ 
ity, the west and northwest, and that 
he should remain content with the 
stand he had taken without accentuat­ 
ing his views in a special message. It 
is known, however, that the president 
did not hesitate to’arrive at the con­ 
clusion that he would not let his polit­ 
ical prospects interfere with what he 
regarded as his plain duty. It Is further 
known that he told his friends that It 
was a source of great regret to him 
to take a position hostile to the wishes 
of his warmest supporters but that he 
felt it would not be in keeping with 
his own nature and his position of 
chief executive to longer remain silent 
on this subject and thereby give an 
opportunity for false speculation as to 
his attitude. 
The president was further 
led to 
conclude that the relations of the Unit­ 
ed States and Cuba must necessarily 
grow closer and that the United States 
should at the outset after its declared 
purpose toward the island, assume a 
position contrary thereto 
and 
thus 
arouse the suspicions of the Cuban gov­ 
ernment as to our real intentions to­

Washington, June 14.—The house 
Friday passed the irrigation bill by a 
vote of 146 to 55. 
Many amendment* 
were offered, but only one except those 
offered by the committee, was adopted. 
It was of a minor character. The bill 
already had passed the senate. 
The 
friends of the measure greeted the an­ 
nouncement of its passage with a round 
of applause. 
The bill as passed creates a reclama­ 
tion fund for the sale of public lands 
In Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing­ 
ton and Wyoming, less the amount 
paid to local land offices and 5 per cent 
due the state under existing laws for 
educational purposes, the reclamation 
fund to be used for the construction 
end maintenance of Irrigation works 
In the states and territories enumer­ 
ated. Provision is made for the pay­ 
ment out of the treasury of any deft 
ciencies in the allowances to agricul­ 
tural colleges owing to this disposition 
of public lands. The secretary of the 
interior is authorized to examine, sur­ 
vey and construct the irrigation works 
and report thereof to congress at each 
session. 
Section 4 provides for the letting of 
contracts for the works contemplated 
in sections when the necessary funds 
are available In the reclamation fund 
for such section. 
t 
Section 5 provides that "no right to 
the use of water for land in private 
ownership shall be sold for a tract ex­ 
ceeding 160 acres to any one land own­ 
er, and no such right shall permanent­ 
ly attach until all payments therefor 
are made, and no such sale khall lie 
made to any land owner unless he be 
an actual, bona fide resident on such 
land or occupant thereof residing la 
the neighborhood of said land. 
Section 6 authorizes the secretary to 
use the reclamation fund for the op­ 
eration and maintenance of the irriga­ 
tion work. 
Section 8 requires state control over 
waters of non-navigable streams such 
as are used in irrigation.
